188 killed in Beirut .

BEIRUT (R) — A total of 188 
people were killed in Lebanon in 
March, security, party and hos- 
pital sources said. They said 316 
people were killed in fighting bet- 
ween leftist militias and the eff- 
ective alliance of rightist militias 
and loyalist Lebanese army units, 
during which guns on both sides 
shelled residential areas of Beirut. 
About 20 people were killed when 
fighting flared between two rival 
leftist militias, the Progressive 
Socialist Party (PSP) and the 
Murabitoun. 

Sabah to discuss 
need to end war 


KUWAIT (R) — Kuwait's For- 
eign Minister Sheikh Sabah A1 
Ahmad AJ Sabah is expected to 
focus on the need to end the Iran- 
Iraq war during talks in Paris and 
London this week, the Kuwaiti 
daily newspaper AL Ra'i Al A am 
said Sunday. Sheikh Sabah is due 
in Paris Monday and is due logo to 
London on Tuesday. The newr 
spaper quoted ministerial sources 
as saying Sheikh Sabah would 
look' into the role Eardpe could 
play to end the war amid fears it 
could engulf other countries in the 
area and lead to superpower int- 
ervention.

Some 300 French soldiers set 
sail aboard the navy landing craft 
Oufagan after a dockside cer- 
emony attended by the French 
ministers of defence and external 
relations, Charles Hernu and Cla- 
ude Cheysson. 

A senior Lebanese official later 
passed on letters to French. Italian 
and British diplomats thanking 
their countries for joining the 
force and formally recognising its 
■demise. 

A representative of the United 
States, which on Friday decided to 
send back to normal duties its 
Marine contingent stationed abo- 
ard ships offshore here, had alr- 
eady received a similar letter, off- 
icial sources said. 

The end of the mandate meant 
that for the first time since Syrian 
troops arrived in 1976 no foreign 
combat troops were playing a dir- 
ect role in Beirut, either as a fig- 
hting force or as a buffer force 
between local militia. 

France and the U.S. have left 
100 men each in Beirut, with then- 
role confined to protecting their 
countries’ government employees 
and institutions. 

Forty lightly armed French cea- 
sefire observers were also at work 
alongside Lebanese police on the 
“green line.”

The message Mr. Qasem del- 
ivered to Sheikh Jaber, similar to 
the ones he delivered Qatar’s She- 
ikh Khalifa Ibn Hamad AI Thani 
and Bahrain’s Sheikh Issa Ibn 
S alman Al Khalifa on Saturday, 
was believed to be dealing with 
current Arab affairs and latest 
developments in the Middle East. 

The Royal Court chief later arr- 
ived in Abu Dhabi and delivered a 
similar message to United Arab 
Emirates President Sheikh Zayed 
Suhan Al Nahayan. 

Be was expected to proceed to 
Muscat to deliver a similar mes- 
sage to Sultan Qaboos Ibn Za’id of 
Oman. 

Meanwhile in Algiers, Foreign 
Minister Taller Al Masri delivered 
a message from King Hussein to

Sinowatz stresses Austrian recognition of PLO 


ABU DHABI (A.P.J — Austrian 
Chancellor Fred Sinowatz said 
Sunday that his government rec- 
ognises the Palestine Liberation 
Organisation (PLO) as the sole ■ 
legitimate representative of the 
Palestinian people, stressing that 
he would meet with PLO Cha- 
irman Yasser Arafat if that was 
necessary for furthering Middle 
East peace efforts. 

Addressing a press conference 
here shortly before leaving for 
home after a two-day visit, Mr. 
Sinowatz said he met Mr. Arafat 
earlier this year in Moscow, at the 
funeral of the late Soviet leader 
Yuri Andropov. 

“ Of course the occason was not 
one for substantive discussions 
and we exchanged only social ple- 
asantries,” he said, referring to his 
meeting with Mr. Arafat in Mos- 
cow. 

He said that Austria’s policy on 


the Middle East conflict “upholds 
the rights of all countries in the 
region, including IsraeL to live in 
peace, and also upholds the right 
of the Palestinian people to have 
their own homeland." 

Responding to a question, Mr. 
Sinowatz said that Austria' s policy 
on peace in the Middle East and 
elsewhere in the world will con- 
tinue unchanged, along lines laid 
down by former Chancellor Bruno 
Kreisky. 

1 He said that he saw “positive 
elements” in the Middle East 
peace plans put forward by Saudi 
King Fahd and U.S. President 
Ronald Reagan in 1982. 

But the Lebanese events during 
the past years have confused the 
entire Mideast issue and diverted 
the focus of attention" away from 
the Arab- Israeli conflict, he said. 

“As long as the Lebanese con- 


flict is not clarified, no concrete 
steps on the Palestinian issue can 
make any progress,” he said. 

He sidestepped a question 
about Austria making moves to 
initiate a dialogue between 
Washington and the PLO. He said 
that “neither side has asked us to 
do so." 

Mr. Sinowatz said he welcomed 
a proposal by former U.N. Sec- 
retary General Kurt Waldheim for 


a world conference on the Pal- 
estinian problem in which all par- 
ties including the PLO and the 
Soviet Union would participate. 

Referring to his talks here with 
United Arab Emirates president. 
Sheikh Zayed Ibn Sultan Al Nah- 
ayan and Deputy Prime Minister 
Sheikh Hamdan Ibn Mohammad, 
the Austrian leader said that eco- 
nomic and industrial co-operation 
was discussed. 


Arafat meets Moroccan leader 


RABAT (R) — Palestine Lib- 
eration Organisation (PLO) Cha- 
irman Yasser Arafat held talks 
Saturday with King Hassan in the 
central Moroccan city of Fez, Pal- 
estinian sources said Sunday. 
They gave no details of the talks, 
saying only that Mr. Arafat, who 
came to Morocco after attending 
the funeral of Guinean President 


Ahmad Sekou Toure in Conakry, 
had returned to Tunis Saturday 
night. Mr. Arafat, whose hea- 
dquarters are in Tunis, is now exp- 
ected to prepare for talks in South 
Yemen, between his Fateh com- 
mando group and leaders of two 
radical PLO factions, the sources 
said. 


Austria negotiating Israel,

Mubarak accuses Israel 
of violating Camp David 


ATHENS (Agencies) — The Aus- 
trian embassy in Athens is inv- 
olved in talks for the exchange of 
prisoners between Israel and a 
hardline Palestinian commando 
group, diplomatic sources said 
Sunday. 

The sources said Austrian 
Ambassador Herbert Amry is 
conducting the talks with Pal- 
estinian representatives and the 
Israeli embassy here. 

“The ambassador has also vis- 
ited other countries to pursue his 
goal — tbe exchange of prisoners 
of w&r between Israel and Pal- 
estinians,” the sources said. 

Former Austrian Chancellor 
Bnino Kreisky last year sue-, 
cessfulfy negotiated the exchange 
of prisoners between Israel and 
the Palestine Liberation Org- 


anisation (PLO) while Yasser 
Arafat was under siege by rebel 
forces in northern Lebanon. 

. The pro-Libyan Popular Front 
for the Liberation of Palestine- 
General Command (PFLP-GC), 
whose forces ted the fight against 
Mr. Arafat, is still holding two or 
three Israeli prisoners. The 
PFLP-GC was not involved in last 
year’s negotiations. 

The sources did not reveal the 
number of prisoners involved in 
the talks. 

“There are only a few Israeli 
prisoners of war in the hands of 
Palestinians whereas Israel has 
thousands of captive Pal- 
estinians," the sources said. 

They said the talks are expected 
to last several days before con- ! 
crete results would be achieved. I 


CAIRO (R) — President Hosni 
Mubarak has accused Israel of vio- 
lating the Camp David accords but 
said that Egypt would abide by its 
commitments, the Egyptian Mid- 
dle East News Agency (MENA) 
reported Sunday. 

“Israel continues to violate the 
Camp David accords every day," 
the agency quoted him as saying in 
an interview with the London- 
based magazine Al Sayyad. 

“Bui he added: “Egypt will 
abide by its commitments. It will 
never abandon them for any rea- 
son," he said in the interview to be 
published on Wednesday. 

Some Arab states have urged 
Egypt to abrogate the separate 
peace treaty it signed with Israel in 
1979 under the U.S. sponsored 
Camp David accords. 


Meanwhile Foreign Ministry 
officials said Mr. Mubarak has 
pressed President Reagan to re- 
activate the Middle East peace 
process in a message delivered to 
U.S. Ambussador Nicholas Vel- 
iotes. 

Israeli Prime Minister Yitzhak 
.Shamir accused Egypt last' month 
of reneging on their treaty and 
said Cairo was deliberately fre- 
ezing relations with Israel. 

Mr. Mubarak has said he will 
not return his ambassador to Isr- 
ael, ordered home after the 1982 
massacre of Palestinians at ref- 
ugee camps in Beirut, unless Israel 
stews interest in better relations 
through a complete withdrawal 
from Lebanon or a willingness to 
negotiate with the Palestinians. 


Cairo to resume full diplomatic ties with Moscow 


CAIRO (Agencies) — Egypt 
hopes to resume full diplomatic 
relations with the Soviet Union 
soon. President Hosni JVfubarak 
was quoted Sunday as saying. 

. “Our relations with the Soviet 
Union will hopefully resume soon. 
We just need ambassadors,” he 
was quoted as saying in an int- 
erview with the London-based Al 
Sayaad magazine to be published 
is its first issue on Wednesday. 

“We. have po reason to be hos- 
tile to Moscow," he .said in the 


interview carried by the official 
Egyptian Middle East news age- 
ncy. . 

■ The last Soviet ambassador to 
Egypt was declared persona non 
grata in 1981, shortly before Pre- 
sident Anwar Sadat was ass- 
assinated and succeeded by Mr. 
Mubarak. 

Both nations maintain emb- 
assies in each other’s capitals, but 
without ambassadorial rep- 
resentation. Relations with the 


Soviet Union have slowly been 
improving since Mr. Mubarak 
took office in October 1981. 

In the interview with Al Sayaad, 
Mr. Mubarak argued that Cairo’s 
special relations with the United 
States did not affect Egypt’s rel- 
ations with the Soviet Union. 

“1 have said honestly, even to 
the’ Americans, that the Soviet 
Union is a great country and we 
have no interest in having it as an 
enemy. This does not stop us from 


having special relations with the 
United States and ordinary rel- 
ations with tbe Soviet Union Mr. 
Mubarak said. 

To prove his point, Mr. Mub- 
arak noted India's special rel- 
ations with the Soviets and ord- 
inary relations with the United 
States. 

“We are after all a non-aligned 
country (like India) and we are 
following the same policy,” he 
said.

Lower House elects Farraj 
to fill vacant Jerusalem seat

AMMAN — The Lower House of 
Parliament Sunday reached its full 
strength of 60 members with the 
election of Fuad Farraj to fill a 
vacant Christian seat in the West 
Bank constituency of Jerusalem. 

Dr. Farraj. bom in Jerusalem in 
1925 and a former minister of 
urban and rural affairs, succeeds 
- Mr.- /.Emile Al Gfcouri who passed 
away in February. 

The 60-member Lower House 
has equal number of rep- 
resentatives from the East and 
West Banks who are elected by 
polling in the respective con- 
stituencies, but since elections are 
rendered impossible to be held in 
the West Bank due to the Israeli 
occupation, the members of the 
House are empowered by a con- 
stitutional amendment to nom- 
inate and elect representatives of 
the occupied territories. 

Dr. Farraj was elected after six 
rounds of baliotting in secret and a 
seventh round of show of hands. 
During the secret, baliotting Dr. 
Farraj was unable to secure the 
required absolute majority of 31 
votes, but in the show of hands 
vote he got 39 votes in favour, the- 
reby winning the seat. 

The only other contender for 
the seat, Mr. Suhail Khoury, wii-

hdrew his nomination at the beg- 
inning of Sunday's session of the 
House. He conveyed his intention 
to withdraw through a message to 
the lion which was read ji 
the uUim.1 of Sun Jay s session. 

During the session, which was 
presided over by House Speaker 
Akcf Al Fayez and attended by 
Deputy Prime Minister and Min- 
ister of Interior Suleiman Arar. 
cabinet members and 47 deputies,

The fifth suggestion was given 
by Deputy Aty Abu AJ 'Iz rec- 
ommending that a camp of the 
Armed Forces in Ma’an may be 
used for training new recruits.

Iraq intends to force Tehran 
to seek peace, minister says

AMMAN — Iraq is ready to rep- 
ulse any future Iranian offensive 
and the Iraqis will fight until the 
Tehran regime agrees to end the 
42-momb-oId Gulf war through 
peaceful means, according to a 
senior Iraqi minister. 

In an interview with the Jordan 
Times earlier this week in Bag- 
hdad, Iraqi Culture and Inf- 
ormation Minister Latif Nasseif 
Jassim said: “ Iraq is ready to repel 
any future Iranian offensive and to ■ 
fight back until Iran becomes con- 
vinced that it is waging a costly war 
and agrees to end the conflict thr- 
ough peaceful means.” 

Mr. Jassim pointed out that an' 
expected Iranian offensive did not 
materialise in the third week of. 
March, but Iraq believes that Iran 
has not abandoned its plans. “ Iran 
is massing its troops on the bor- 
ders and preparing for a new off- 
ensive,” he said. 

The Iraqi minister did not give 
any figure on the number of Ira- 
nian soldiers involved in the exp- 
ected offensive. Western reports 
say., that Iran has mobilised dose 
to half a million soldiers on the 
border. 

“The recent victorious Iraqi air 
raids against Iranian troop con- 
centrations were a major factor 
behind Tehran’s decision to pos- 
tpone the offensive.” Mr. Jassim 
said. “However," he added, “this 
might not stop Iran from emb- 
arking on a new military adv- 
enture” 

“But Iraq is ready for them (the 
Iranians)," the minister declared. 


“Iraq has a strong defence cap- 
ability.” 

‘Positive’ indications 

There are several “positive” 
indications on the international. 
Islamic and Arab arenas in favour 
of Iraq and the cause of peace in 
the Gulf, according to Mr. Jassim. 
“But these signals are not enough 
to bring about an end to the war.” 
he asserted. 

The war between Iran and Iraq. 
Mr. Jassim said, is “a conflict of 
two wills.” while “peace is an opt- 
ion that both sides should cho- 
ose.” 

“Since Iran is refusing the opt- 
ion of peace, Iraq has to depend 
on itself and its own capabilities to 
achieve its goal of ending the 
war,” he said. 

The minister explained that 
Iraq is working towards forcing 
Iran to take “a wise decision to 
negotiate a peaceful end l the 
war.” Iraq intends to i ..id a 
heavy military defeat on Iran and 
to support internal Iranian opp- 
osition to the war. so that Tehran 
realises that it would be wiser to 
end the conflict the minister said. 

According to reports from Iran, 
there is a strong movement inside 
the country against continuing the 
war. Not a single family remains 
unaffected by the- war and the psy- 
chological and economic pre- 
ssures the war has brought upon 
the Iranians are beginning to 
show, according to the reports. 

Iraq maintains good relations 
with “all sectors of the internal 
Iranian opposition," Mr. Jassim 


said. There is a “gentlemen’s agr- 
eement" between Iraq and the 
Iranian opposition 
Mujahedeen-e-Khalq leader, 
Masoud Rajavi, who lives in self- 
exile in Paris, he said. Mr. Jassim 
refused to elaborate on Iraq's 
understanding with Mr. Rajavi, 
other than saying that “it is based 
on the interest of both sides to put 
an end to the war."

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Berri says Israel plans 
to isolate South Lebanon 


BEIRUT (R) — The leader of Lebanon’s largest 
Muslim militia Saturday accused Israel of planning 
to split South Lebanon from the rest of the country 
and control it through a pro-Israeli militia. 


Nabih Bern, chief of the Shi* ite 
movement. Amal. told reporters 
t ha l Is rac I i act ions i n closin g roads 
from Beirut to the south and med- 
iating the withdrawal of mil- 
itiamen from a coastal region were 
part of the plan. 

Israeli troops, who have occ- 
upied the south since invading 
Lebanon in 19R2 to expel Pal- 
estinian commandos, last Wed- 
nesday closed a mountain road 
that had been the region's only 
link with Beirut. They said it was 
pan of curlew measures imposed 
after an Israeli vehicle hit a mine 
further south. 

Falangist militiamen said they 
had reduced their presence in the 
Kharroub region just nonh of Isr- 
aeli lines on the Awali River under 
an agreement that Israel helped to 
mediate with the mainly Druze 
Progressive Socialist Party (PSP) 
militias. 

Mr. Berri suggested that the 
predominantly Christian Leb- 
anese Forces had not really wit- 
hdrawn but had gone over to a 
pro- Israeli militia formerly com- 
manded by the late Major Saad 


Haddad. 

He urged President Amin 
Gcmaye! to clarify the gov- 
ernment's attitude to what he ref- 
erred to as “Lahetfs puppet a- 
rmy". a reference to Maj. Had- 
dad's successor, retired Lebanese 
Army Brigadier Antoine Lahed. 

After an incursion into Leb- 
anon in 1978. Israel put Maj. 
Haddad's “Free Lebanon Army” 
in control of a small enclave just 
north of its border as a defence 
against Palestinian attacks. 

After the 1982 invasion, the 
Israelis encouraged Mr. Haddad* s 
force of Lebanese army regulars 
and militiamen to move into wide, 
areas of the south, including 
Sidon. the regional capital. 

Under last May’s Lebanese- 
Israeli troop withdrawal accord. 
Maj. Haddad's militia of abouL 
1.000 men would have been int- 
egrated with Lebanese army reg- 
ulars in a 4.300-strong “Ter- 
ritorial Brigade” responsible for 
preventing Palestinian Com- 
mandos returning to the south. 

But after Lebanon scrapped the 
agreement on March 5 under pre- 


ssure from Syria and its Lebanese 
opposition allies. Israel said it 
would take unilateral measures to 
safeguard its northern border. 

A week earlier, the commander 
of the “Lebaneser Forces" in the 
south had announced his men 
were joining the “Free Lebanon 
Army”, a move criticised by some 
politicians in Beirut. 

Mr. Bern rejected any role for 
the Israeli-backed militia, saying 
the people of the south, mainly 
Shfite Muslims, would accept 
only the authority of a “National 
Lebanese Army". 

He said Amal rejected any sec- 
urity arrangements for the south 
that went beyond Lebanon's 1 949 
armistice agreement with Israel 
and U.N. Security Council Res- 
olutions 42S and 426. which call 
for an unconditional Israeli wit- 
hdrawal. 

On Thursday Mr. Berri called 
for a three-day strike throughout 
the south in protest at the killing of 
three Shi* ite Muslims on Wed- 
nesday by Israeli troops or their 
local allies in a raid on the sou-' 
them village of iibsheet. 

He said Saturday Amal had 
given orders that southern vil- 
lagers should resist the entry of 
Israeli iroops or pro- Israeli mil- 
itiamen "with sticks and stones if 
necessary." 


‘Syrian role in Lebanon essential 9 


BEIRUT (R) — Syria says it has 
an essential role to play in Leb- 
anon despite the failure of 
Syrian-sponsored peace talks in 
the Swiss city of Lausanne last 
month to produce a final political 
settlement. 

The new Syrian Foreign Min- 
ister. Farouk A! Shara. told the 
Beirut weekly magazine Monday 
Morning: “ It is true that the Lau- 
sanne conference did not succeed. 
But on the other hand it did not 
affect the importance of the Syrian 
role in Lebanon as some political . 
commentators try to make out." 

"It was clearly apparent ... that 
the Syrian role is essential and 
important for helping our Leb- 
anese brothers to achieve Leb- 
anese national accord." Mr. Shara 
said, giving his first interview since 
taking office on March 1 1 . 

He added: **Wc in Syria did not . 
expect Lebanon's deep and com- 
plex internal crisis to be resolved 
within eight days in Lausanne 
after eight years of civil war." 

Mr. Shara said that Syrian Pre- 


sident Hafez A! Assad "has said 
that he will do everything in his 
power to help the Lebanese ach- 
ieve national accord and he is det- 
ermined to close the file of the 
Lebanese crisis." 

The Lausanne conference mar- 
ked a dramatic shift by Lebanese 
President Amin Gemayel away 
from the United States and Israel 
towards Syria. 

To secure the consent of Syria 
and Lebanese opposition leaders 
to holding the conference. Mr. 
Gemayel gave in to their demands 
that he scrap the troop withdrawal 
agreement with Israel negotiated 
by the United States last year. 

Syrian Vice President Abdul 
Halim Khaddam. Mr. Shara' s 
predecessor at the Foreign Min- 
istry. attended the conference as 
an observer and exerted con- 
siderable pressure to persuade the 
nine Lebanese Christian and Mus- 
lim leaders to settle their dif- 
ferences. 

The conference agreed on a 


ceasefire, which has gradually 
been established. It failed to agree 
on a plan of political reforms 
which might stop the factional fig- 
hting which has torn Lebanon 
since full-scale civil war erupted in 
1975. 

Mr. Shara fended off a sug- 
gestion that the abrogation of the 
May 1 7 accord had made Lebanon 
a Syrian protectorate. 

"The issue of protectorates only 
applies with reference to foreign 
powers." he said, adding that the 
relation between Syria and Leb- 
anon was "like the relation bet- 
ween two brothers or between 
members of the same body." 

“Syria is counting on Lebanon 
recovering its health, well-being, 
unity and sovereignty, because 
this is where Syria's true interests' 
lie." Mr. Shara said. 

The foreign minister blamed the" 
failure of the Lausanne con- 
ference partly on "continual Isr- 
aeli and American interference' 
behind the scenes." 


Arabs warn against embassy transfer 


TUNIS (R) — Arab states Sat- 
urday issued a veiled warning to 
the United States not m move its 
embassy in Israel from Tel Aviv to 
Jerusalem. 

Ai the end of a three-day Arab. 
League Council meeting, del- 
egates agreed not to discuss the 
thnrnv issue ol how in convene a 
iw ice- postponed Arab summit 
and instead called an Arab foreign 
ministers meeting in Tunisia on 
May 15 to tackle the issue. 

in a closing address. Arab Lea- 
gue Secretary General ChaUli 


Klibi said the meeting reaffirmed 
the Arabs’ opposition to any cou- 
ntry moving its embassy to Jer- 
usalem. and hoped "none of our 
member stales will be forced to 
take any action which would abort 
the development of friendly ties 
with any country." 

Mr. Klibi did not specifically 
refer to the United States, but 
proposals before the U.S. Con- 
gress to move the American mis- 
sion in Israel were a key topic dur- 
ing the debates. 

Conference sources said the 


delegates adopted a resolution 
threatening unspecified ret- 
aliation against countries which 
set up diplomatic missions in Jer- 
usalem. but overruled hardline 
proposals for a specific com- 
mitment to break diplomatic ties. 

On Lebanon. Mr. Klibi said the

Haig: Reagan wrecked Lebanon breakthrough 


NEW YORK fR) — President 
Reagan's announcement in 1982 
that U.S. troops would be sent to 
Lebanon thwarted an agreement 
for the withdrawal of foreign for- 
ces. according to former U.S. Sec- 
retary of State Alexander Haig. 

in excerpts from his memoirs 
published Sunday by Time mag- 
azine. Mr. Haig said the ann- 
ouncement revived Syrian int- 
ransigence and. with other sta- 
tements. encouraged the Pal- 
estinians to play for time. 

Mr. Haig said that after int- 
ensive negotiations, the Syrians, 
the Palestine Liberation Org- 
anisation (PLO) and the Israelis 
were prepared early in July 1982 
to leave Lebanon at the same 
time. 

He said the key to the arr- 
angement was an international 
peace-keeping force in Beirut, the 


Israel gives 
public support 
for U.S. 
embassy bill 

OCCUPIED JERUSALEM (R) 
— Israeli officials Sunday denied 
local press reports that Prime Min- 
ister Yitzhak Shamir's gov- 
ernment was not fully behind a 
U.S. congressional initiative to 
transfer the American Embassy 
from Tel Aviv to Jerusalem. 

A senior official said: “Israel's 
position.- which is well-known, is 
that we- would like every foreign 
erabalssy, including that of the 
U.S.. to be sited in Jerusalem, our 
capital city.” 

The Jerusalem Post reported 
from Washington on Friday that 
supporters of the move were upset 
that the Israeli government was 
not backing their efforts. 

A bill introduced by New York 
Democratic Senator Daniel Pat- 
rick Moynihan has more than 30 
sponsors in the Senate and more 
than 200 in the House of Rep- 
resentatives. 

The issue is sensitive because 
Jerusalem is a holy city to Chr* 
istians and Muslims as well as 
Jews. 

Israel Radio, in a report denied 
by Mr. Shamir's office, said the 
government was urging its U.S. 
supporters to freeze the initiative. 
The U.S. administration is opp- 
osed to the bill.

"By July 5. all the pieces were 
falling into place.” Mr. Haig 
wrote.

July 6. in res- 
ponse lo press Teports from Jer- 
usalem. Mr. Reagan announced 
that he had agreed to commit U.S. 
troops to a peace-keeping force in 
Lebanon. 

"With this ill-conceived ann- 
ouncement. attention was div- 
erted for several vital days (torn 
the peace effort and focused ins- 
tead on the meaning of com- 
mitting American troops.” Mr. 
Haig said. 

He also said President Reagan 
incorrectly regarded a letter he' 


wrote as an offer to resign. 

Mr. Haig said in the letter that 
the seeming incoherence of Ame- 
rican foreign policy had created- 
dangerous uncertainties. 

“If it can't be straightened out. 
then surely you would be better 
served by another secretary of 
state." Mr. Haig Lold Mr. Reagan. 
Mr. Reagan made no reply, Mr. 
Haig wrote, but the next day cal- 
led him into the Oval Office. 

“He was standing at his desk. 
'On that matter we discussed yes- 
terday. AJ.’ he said. ‘ 1 have rea- 
ched a decision'." 

Mr. Reagan handed him a let- 
ter: ‘"dear AT." Mr. Haig quoted 
it as saying. “ ‘it is with the most 
profound regret that 1 accept your 
letter of resignation*. 

"The president was accepting a 
letter of resignation that 1 had not 
submitted.” Mr. Haig said. 


KHARTOUM. Sudan (AP) — 
President Jaafar Numeiri claimed 
a coup attempt against his gov- 
ernment had been planned for 
March 31, but he gave no details. 

The official news agency said 
Mr. Numeiri disclosed the alleged 
attempt in a meeting Saturday 
night of leaders of the ruling Sud- 
anese Socialist Union and trade 
unions. 

The agency said Mr. Numeiri 
did not elaborate on who planned 
the coup, and he said nothing of 
arrests. He said the attempt was 
originally planned for March 12. 
and then postponed until March 
31. 

He accused Sudan's 2.090 doc- 
tors of being involved in the “ plot 
aimed at disturbing the country's 
stability and security,” the agency 
said'. 

He also accused Sudan's 2.090 
doctors of being involved in “a 
plot aimed at disturbing rhe cou- 
ntry’s stability and security." the 
agency said. Reports of the all- 
eged coup also were carried by 


government-controlled Sudanese 
newspapers. 

The doctors resigned their pos- 
itions with the national health sefr 
vice last March 24. saying they 
could no longer work. for low pay 
and in the deteriorating conditions 
of Sudan's public hospitals. 

Mr. Numeiri has accused the 
doctors of “treason.” and the gov- 
ernment has rejected fhc res- 
ignations on grounds they were 
not given individually and with six 
month's notice specified by 
Sudan’s civil service laws. 

He said the doctor* work sto- 
ppage was connected to another 
plot he would reveal in the near 
future. He said he would ann- 
ounce “certain decisions" con- 
cerning the doctors next week. 

First Vice President Omar Al 
Tayeb accused the doctors of 
being involved in "hostile sch- 
eming” which started with the 
August 1981 signing of the tri- 
partite Aden Alliance, linking 
Libya. Ethiopia and South 
Yemen. 


Greece welcomes Turkish move 


ATHENS (AP) — Greece on Sat- 
urday welcomed a Turkish dec- 
ision to end visa requirements for 
Greeks visiting Turkey as a “goo- 
dwill jesture”. but made it clear 
that no reciprocal measure will be 
taken at present. 

Turkish Premier Turgut Ozal. 
announcing the move in Ankara 
earlier Saturday, said Greece was 
expected to make a similar gesture 
if it seriously wanted friendly rel- 
ations with its NATO panner. 

Government spokesman Dim- 


itri Maroudas said in a state mem 
Greece " accepts this measure with 
relief ... but gestures of goodwill 
aren't enough to normalise rel- 
ations between our two cou- 
ntries." 

“Specific actions to remove the’ 
underlying causes of tension arc 
needed.” the statement added. 

Greece and Turkey have long- 
running disputes over military 
control and seabed mineral rights 
in the Aegean Sea area. 


Truce takes hold In Beirut despite failure of talks

BEIRUT — Less than two weeks 
after Lebanese leaders failed to 
agree on a peace plan for their 
country at talks in Switzerland a 
truce has taken hold in Beirut and 
the main armed groups are tal- 
king. 

The discussions have so far 
only covered ways to strengthen 
the ceasefire not an overall agr- 
eement on the future of I ebanon. 
Political sources say that without: 
this, civil war could erupt again at' 
any time. 

The truce suddenly took hold 
after a period of political gloom 
and daily fighting. 

The peace talks in the Swiss city 
of Lausanne ended on March 20 
with t he leaders as divided as ever. 
Falangists demanding a federal 
Lebanon and the opposition wan- 
ting to reform the present cen- 
tralised system. 

Druze leader Walid Junblan 
stormed out of one of the last ses- 
sions predicting "more fighting, 
more bloodshed”, and Beirut 
newspaper commentators reacted 
sceptically to the limited agr- 
eement reached on a ceasefire. 

Violence flared every day on 
the Green Line dividing Beirut 
and more than 35 people were kil- 
led in artillery attacks on res- 
idential areas. 

Then a new high-powered 


committee grouping the main mil- 
itias and the Lebanese array, cha- 
ired by President Amin Gemayel. 
met for the first time on Tuesday 
night and succeeded in reviving an 
effective ceasefire. 

French troops, the last foreign 
contingent in Beirut, withdrew 
without problem from a sensitive 
buffer zone on the Green Line and 
handed it over to Lebanese police 
and lightly-armed French military 
observers. 

The committee has held several 
more meetings and sources dose 
to the talks say it is now studying a 
plan to separate the rival forces

along the whole length of the 
Green Line. 

Two factors appear to be wor- 
king in favour of the truce: The 
Falangists are closing in on the- 
mselves and avoiding conflict, and 
on the opposition side the pow- 
erful Syrian government wants 
dialogue not fighting. 

The Falangists have already vir- 
tually created the Christian canton 
which they want formalised within 
a federal state. They see can- 
ton isation as the best way to stop 
the Christian community being 
swamped by the Muslim majority 
in Lebanon. 

In East Beirut and the Maronite 
Christian heartland to the north. 


the Lebanese Forces militia ope- 
rates a police force, raises taxes 
and organises public services such 
as garbage collection. 

The Falangists would prefer the 
opposition to agree to organise the 
whole country into cantons but 
Falangist political sources said the 
present situation was a good sec- 
ond best, or at least a first step 
towards the ideal. 

Diplomats say the Falangist 
militia is likely to concentrate its 
resources on defending and run- 
ning the areas it controls. They say 
it does not have the strength to 
launch a major offensive against 
opposition territory. 

Syria, which has great influence 
on all Lebanese leaders but esp- 
ecially the opposition it has sup- 
ported. has committed itself both 
publicly and privately to use its 
power to keep violence to a min- 
imum. 

Opposition political sources 
said President Hafez Al Assad 
told opposition leaders before the 
Lausanne conference that they 
should do all they could to reach 
agreement with the Falangists and 
the government. 

They said' he told them the time 
was ripe because U.S. policy had 
been defeated by the Lebanese 
government's decision to give in to 
Syrian and opposition pressure to 
scrap a U.S. negotiated agreement 
with Israel. 

When the conference ended 


inconclusively. Mr. Assad rep- 
eated: •* Reconciliation is a str- 
ategic aim for Syrio and will rem- 
ain an aim of ours despite the dif- 
ficulties which may appear”. 

The Syrian government new- 
spaper Tishrin added this week: 
“A solution to the Lebanese pro- 
blem in the view of Syria can only 
be achieved by dialogue and rec- 
onciliation. so that each party dis- 
covers the path to salvation bv its- 
elf.'' 

"Any other solutions, which 
Syria will not allow, will only lead, 
back to the circle of death and kil- 
ling." the paper said. 

One of the many longer-term 
problems on which action is par- 
alysed by the present political 
deadlock is the fate of Lebanon's 
Shf ite Muslims, the country's big- 
gest but poorest community. 

While the Falangists control 
their areas and the mainly Druze 
Progressive Socialist Party (PSP) 
rules undisturbed in the mou- 
ntains above Beirut. Israeli troops 
still occupy the Shfite “hea- 
rtland'' in South Lebanon and lit- 
tle is being done to improve the lor 
of the mass of Shf ites in Beirut's 
southern slums. 

The Israelis cut off the south 
from the rest of Lebanon last ' 
Wednesday, closing the only road 
into the area because they said- 
mines had been discovered some 
kilometres away.

Nimer’s originality produces chaos on canvas

AMMAN — Periodically. Ayyad 
A1 Nimer will come up to you and 
with a pleased and excited' glint in 
his eye will tell you. “J have done 
some new work.” The pilgrimage 
up.to his house in Ashrafiah to see 
these latest achievements is alw- 
ays well rewarded for amongst the 
hundreds of drawing, sketches and 
etchings that simply pour out of 
this prolific artist, there will be 
many stimulating new pieces io 
see. The last time this happened, it 
was to see the paintings which are 
now on display at the Alia Art 
Gallery. 

The paintings in this Niraer’s 
third solo exhibition in as many 
years are unique combinations of 
the figurative with the abstract. 
Impressed by the life he saw in the 
rural parts of Jordan. Nimer came 
back and began exploring the 
theme, combining the images he 
saw there with his own ins- 
pirational brand of daring abs- 
traction. The results are mar- 
vellous mixtures that never fail to 
work, for Nimer has an unerring 
eye for exciiing colour com- 
bination and composition. 

Going wild 

Although it is hard to gen- 
eralise. the paintings do follow a 
certain form at, the focal point 
being some beautifully rendered

reality, like a man riding a donkey 
or a horse, picking grass from bet- 
ween the stones or a tethered cow 
patiently waiting. After that things 
start to get a bit wild. For, alt- 
hough behind these creatures are 
the small blocky houses, those 
spontaneous combinations of 
cubes that slope this way and that, 
that are so typical of the villages 
here, the colours in which they are 
painted — dark bottle greens, 
magentas — makes their forms 
increasingly abstract, especially 
when their doors and windows are 
indicated only by squares of bright 
yellows, purples and pinks. From 
there it is a small step to the pure 
abstraction that reigns above and 
below. * 


Harmony and contrast 

Nimcr's abstraction cleverly 
takes two strikingly contrasting 
forms which, by complementing 
and harmonising with what has 
gone before, gels the whole com- 
position together. Thus the uns- 
tructured. loosely dynamic areas 
of sometimes thick impasto. som- 
etimes thin, transparent paint, 
that rises up in layers, echos the 
more organic forms. Meanwhile 1 
the rigid lines of pure bright col- 
ours that look like the rainbows a 
prism throws out when it is hit by 
the sparkling rays of the sun. rep- 
eats the geometrical forms of the 
picture. At the same time as hol- 
ding the composition together, the 
play of these contrasting elements 
make for an exciting and original 
image. 

Unthinkable combinations 

Nimer' s flower paintings also 
utilise this play of different forms 
for their effect. This time the more 


ordered element is the bac- 
kground which is composed of two 
dimensional squares and rec- 
tangles of which the vase forms 
part. Although Nimer uses more 
muted colours here he still jux- 
taposes unthinkable combinations 
successfully. Against this careful 
setting, Nimer places a large cir- 
cular amorphous mass of leaves 
and petals that fill the centre of the 
canvas with a flurry of wild dis- 
order and chaos. 


ART REVIEW 


It is a wonderfully different way 
to paint that much depicted vase 
of flowers and it is this ability to 
handle courageous colour com- 
binations and innovative com- 
positional formular, this ability to 
use exciting contrasts — especially 
the traditional with the new and 
blend them successfully that sets 
Nimer apart and marks him out as 
an immensely original and cre- 
ative artisi.

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Reagan expounds his last sorrows on Lebanon

WASHINGTON — President 
Ronald Reagan's decision to end 
U.S. participation in Lebanon's 
Multinational Force brings to a 
close the ill-fated U.S. effort to 
shape that country's future thr- 
ough Western military inv- 
olvement. 

Mr. Reagan announced Friday 
night that the Multinational Force 
“is no longer a necessary or app- 
ropriate means” to achieve U.S. 
goals in Lebanon. He made the 
announcement in what he called 
his last report to Congress under 
an October 1983 resolution that 
authorised keeping the U.S. Mar- 
ines in Beirut for another 18 
months. 

The American effort, which las- 


ted a year and a half, came at a 
high cost: 265 military dead, inc- 
luding 241 in the suicidal bombing 
that devastated American Marine 
headquarters in Beirut last Oct. 
23. In monetary terms, Mr. Rea- 
gan said the involvement cos-, 
tabout $60 million in additional 
expenses this fiscal year. 

American credibility thr- 
oughout the Middle East also was 
damaged, as reflected in the rec- 
ent decision of Jordan to reject 
Mr. Reagan’s 1982 plan for a 
comprehensive Arab-Israeli 
peace. 

Last week, a State Department 
official, who asked for anonymity, 
said there is probably little the 
United States can do to shape 
events in the Middle East during 
the remainder of this year, an ele- 
ction year, and possibly beyond. 


The White House ann- 
ouncement Friday ended the obv- 
ious fiction that the 1,500 Mar- 
ines, who had been . withdrawn 
from the Beirut International 
Airport to ships offshore in eariy 
February, could still play a role m 
shaping events in Lebanon. 

The reshuffling nearly two 
months ago followed a breakdown 
of order in Beirut as Syrian- 
backed opposition militias pinned 
a series of stinging defeats on the 
American-backed government of 
Amin GemayeL 
At the time, Mr. Reagan pro- 
claimed: “We will stand firm to 
deter those who seek to influence 
Lebanon's future intimidation.” 
Now the U.S. ships and the Mar- 
ines will presumably be assuming 
their duties in the Mediterranean 
and no longer be in the Mul- 


tinational Force, which has been 
disbanded. 

Although Mr. Reagan said the 
Multinational Force was no longer 
viable, he added that the “United 
States is not abandoning Leb- 
anon.”

ARAB LEADERS of the Gulf region have received messages from 
His Ma jesty King Hussein dealing with current Arab affairs and ways 
of mobilising Arab efforts and resources for confronting the cha- 
llenges facing the Arab Nat ion. As the messages were on their way to 
these leaders, the Arab League Council issued a statement in Tunis 
calling for an urgent meeting of the Arab foreign ministers on May 15 
to decide on an Arab summit meeting which is now essential to deal 
with Arab issues.

The King embarked on this step following the total 
failure of American policies in the Middle East and Washington’s 
loss of al! credibility in the region. The Arabs now see hope coming 
from the European Community countries, which have issued a recent 
statement on the Middle East, voicing support for the Palestinian 
right to a homeland. 

The time is now ripe to urge the Europeans to take a firmer stand 
vis-a-vis Israel's practices and help the establishment of peace. It is 
also lime lor the Arab leaders to meet together and discuss their 
problems in an objective and responsible manner so as to encourage 
the Europeans to help the Arab Nation regain its legitimate rights. 


Al Dustour: Badly- needed summit 


PERHAPS THE most important among resolutions adopted by the 
Arab League Council in Tunis Saturday evening was a decision to call 
Arab foreign ministers for u meeting on May 1 5 to decide on an Arab 
summit.

The symbolism of 
J foreign troops leaving Lebanon yet again during the past three 
J decades is not lost on observers in the area. The modern state of 
: Lebanon has been both a pace-setter and a problem-child 
' among Arab states during the second half of this century. It 
paved the way in the 1950s and 1960s in many fields in the 
region, particularly in education, medicine, industry, services 
and tourism. For a while, it even provided a possible model of 
a political system based on popular representation and power- 
sharing that could be relevant to other Arab states looking to 
match their socio-economic develop with parallel political dev- 
elopment. 

But that aspect of Lebanon suddenly disintegrated in the 
1970s and early 1980s. For the past decade. Lebanon has been a 
sad model of an internally fragmented nation-state, susceptible 
to both the predatory desires of regional powers and to the 
global alignments of super-powers. Whenever Lebanon is men- 
tioned today in Arab conversation, it is in the context of ref- 
erences to “the Lebanon that used to be"’ or “the Lebanon that 
will revive itself when the fighting is over.” 

The departure of the last of the multi-national troops leaves 
the country in more or less the same situation it has been in 
since 1976. The Israelis control the south, the Syrians control 
the east, and a handful of Lebanese religious/ political/ ethnic 
groups have divided up the rest of the country into small 
fiefdoms that ultimately rely on powers outside the country for 
their sustenance. In such a situation, the prospects for real 
national reconciliation appear slim. The most hopeful sign is 
the determination of President Gemayel to continue trying to 
work out a new, more realistic basis for political life in the 
country. 


LONDON — The jailing of a 
young civii servant for leaking a 
government document has spa- 
rked a noisy debate on British off- 
-iciaidom's pre-occupation -some 
say obsession — with secrecy. 

The document which Foreign 
Office clerk Sarah Tisdall sent 
anonymously to the Guardian 
newspaper was not, even in the 
opinion of the government’s def- 
enders. particularly sensitive. 

It was a letter from Defence 
Secretary Michael Heseltine to 
Prime Minister Margaret Tha- 
tcher naming the arrival date in 
Britain of the first U.S. cruise nuc- 
lear missiles and saying how he 
intended to present this con- 
troversial event to the country. 

Ms. Tisdall, 23. said she leaked 
the letter because she believed 
Mr. Heseltine was avoiding his 


responsibilities to parliament by 
trying to stage-manage the ann- 
ouncement of the cruise arrival. 

Although she is appealing aga- 
inst the sentence of six months 
. imprisonment, the severity pro- 
mpted opposition leaders and 
most newspapers to challenge the 
need for so much secrecy in British 
public life. 

The government has threatened 
a crackdown on “moles'’ in the 
civil service and two police probes 
are still under way to find out who 
leaked defence and budget secrets 
to the press. 

Critics argue that the best way 
to avoid leaks is to be less sec- 
retive. Some support the scr- 
apping of the Official Secrets Act. 
under which Ms. Tisdall was pro- 
secuted. and the introduction of a 
U.S.-style Freedom of Inf- 
ormation Act. 

The official secrets act was bro- 
ught in before World War I in a 


period of German spy mania. It 
ensures that nearly all government 
documents, regardless of their 
value to a foreign power, are clo- 
aked in official secrecy. 

Left-wing magazines recently 
spotlighted a secret government 
document that revealed nothing 
more than a set of instructions to 
British troops on how to excrete in 
arctic conditions. 

Although all parties have been 
at pains to declare their opposition 
to the un-authorised leaking of 
government documents. Mrs. 
Thatcher’s Conservative adm- 
inistration has come under fire for 
alleged lack of impartiality in tra- 
cking down moles. 

This government, like its pre- 
decessors. practises a system of 
off-the-record briefings or “ins- 
pired leaks” ro give advanced 
warning of policy moves and to 
test public reaction to them. 

The British have become acc- 


ustomed to receiving advance det- 
ails of the budget through off- 
icially inspired press' leaks. 

Last month, however, an acc- 
urate but unofficial forecast of the 
budget led to a police search for 
yet another mole. 

Opposition parliamentarians 
now want to know if a similar hunt 
will be launched after newspapers 
got advance word of a government 
move to beef up Britain's Vol- 
unteer Territorial Army. 

Accusing the government of 
deliberately leaking this, the Lab- 
our Party’s defence spokesman, 
Kevin McNamara, complained: 
“There seems to be one rule forr 
a public relations man operating 
on behalf of defence ministers and 
another for a junior clerk in the 
foreign office. 

“If the information is thought to 
reflect credit on the government, 
the leaker can go unscathed. But if . 
the government is caused emb- 


arrassment. the result is six 
months imprisonment.” 

The opposition charged that the 
government was being vindictive 
in prosecuting Ms. TisdalL cro- 
ssing the traditional dividing line 
between the executive and the 
judiciary. 

The case raised comparisons 
with “Soviet spy” Anthony BlunL 
who escaped prosecution and was 
not unmasked until years later in 
1979. Many Britons felt the one- 
time art adviser to Queen Eli- 
zabeth got off because he was pan 
of the establishment. 

Ms. Tindall gave a clue why an 
increasing number of apparently 
loyal and patriotic public servants 
appear ready to risk dismissal and 
jail to lift the lid on government 
secrecy. 

“1 felt 1 had been let down as a 
voter, the policies that were being 
implemented both in my work sit- 
uation and outside my work sit- 


uation were having a detrimental 
effect.” she said. 

She criticised the government 
for cutting spending on health and 
education while buying weapons 
“we don’t necessarily need ." 

Another sell-confessed 
"mole", former civil servant lan 
Willmorc. last week defended his 
decision to leak details of a mee- 
ting between a top judge and a 
government official. 

By advising (he authorities on 
trade union low the judge had 
wrongly involved himself in pol- 
itics. Mr. Willmorc said. 

He told the Guardian the tra- 
ditional independence of the civil 
service was being broken down by 
government interference. 

Mr. Willmore said that only a 
minority of civ il servants now sup- 
ported the government.- Many 
others were showing their opp- 
osition by passive resentment, he 
said.

Church is joyous 
over Pope’s visit

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American-lndian differences seem 


to have reached point of no return

NEW DELHI — When Mrs. Ind- 
ira Gandhi, the Indian prime min- 
ister. said recently that India had 
no place in US global strategy, she 
was not just airing her annoyance 
a l cuts in international aid for dev- 
eloping countries. Nor was she 
merely adding to the red carpet 
welcome she laid out for Marshal 
Dmitri Ustinov, the Soviet def- 
ence minister, who was at the time 
in New Delhi. 

Behind her words lay 30 years 
of frustration, alternated som- 
etimes with amazement and 
anger, at the way U.S. policies on 
foreign and economic affairs seem 
in India to ignore the country’s 
interests. India sometimes even 
wonders whether the U.S. is del- 
iberately setting out to hinder its 
development, despite the millions 
of dollars of aid it hands over, and 
despite regular statements of con- 
structive friendship. 

The frustration has pushed 
India into a strong and warm pol- 
itical relationship with the Soviet 
Union based on defence, trade 
and industrial business. There are. 
of course, some similarities to 
back up the relationship. India's 
socialist economic policies, and 
bureaucratic public sector ind- 
ustries. are nearer the Soviet ihan 
the American economic cthns. 
The country does, however, have 
an expanding and successful pri- 
vate sector. 

But the issue which dominates 
India’s altitude Towards the U.S. 
and the U.S.S.R. is its fractious, 
sometimes hostile relationship 
with its neighbour Pakistan, cre- 
ated when India was partitioned in 
1947. The trend started in the 
early 195Us when the U.S. sup- 
ported Pakistan and the Soviet 
Union supported India in the dis- 
pute over the border slate of Kas- 
hmir. 

During the Bangladesh war. the 
U.S. look what India resents as an 
obstructive step by sending its 
fleet to the Bay of Bengal. Fol- 


lowing the Soviet involvement in 
Afghanistan, which India has 
never openly condemned, the 
U.S. gave defence and economic 
aid to Pakistan. 

Indian ministers and officials 
talk in terms of the U.S. starting an 
arms race in the subcontinent, and 
it is certainly true that India is det- 
ermined to buy fresh arms from 
Soviet Union as well as Europe to 
counter the U.S. FI 6 fighters now 
operating in Pakistan. It is neg- 
otiating to buy MiG 29 and MiG 
31 fighters. 

India turned to the Soviet 
Union for help in developing its 
industries in the 1950s when the 
U.S. refused to help build a steel 
plant unless it was a private sector 
project, because the public sector 
was loo inefficient. 

The subsequent Soviet-lndian 
industrial relationship continues 
today, despite serious Indian res- 
ervations about t he age of Russian 
technology. 

India gets cheap capital goods, 
often on favourable enough terms 
to make inferior design or quality 
still reasonable value. Loans over 
10 years at three per cent interest 
are offered and defence equ- 
ipment is said to be sometimes on 
terms as soft as two to three per 
cent over 30 years. 

Bui poor quality sometimes 
curbs Indian purchases and last 
year Moscow itself cut its Indian 
imports because India was not 
buying enough. One company sel- 
ling consumer goods to the Soviet 
Union saw its sales plummet from 
$35 million annually to $5 million. 
Major Indian companies lobbied 
successfully for normal trade rel- 
ations to be restored, however, 
and as much as 70 per cent of the 
trade worth $3.8 billion planned 
for this calendar year (excluding 
defence) has already gone ahead. 
Jndo-U.S. trade was worth just 
over $4 billion last year. 

In spite of the trade figures. Ind- 
ian frustration with the U.S. con- 
tinues. When the U.S. cut lending 


from the International Dev- 
elopment Association, the World 
Bank's soft loan arm. it stated that 
India could afford to borrow 
commercially and should leave 
soft funds to the more needy. 
India should have made more 
progress with the aid it had rec- 
eived over the years and should 
not have allowed its cumbersome, 
obstructive and often corrupt bur- 
eaucracy. and its politicians, to 
impede development, the U.S. 
argued. 

For its pan. India says that it is 
too early to make a major switch 
into commercial borrowing bec- 
ause it cannot afford the debt rep- 
ayments that would build up on its 
heavy development -programme. 
Officials point out that India's 
population below the poverty fine 
more than equals the total pop- 
ulation of Bangladesh, with which . 
the U.S. is developing a closer rel- 
ationship. 

India is also having problems 
purchasing U.S. computers, a 
problem also being faced by other 
countries. Soviet technology is not 
sufficiently advanced for it to step 
in. so India has turned to Europe 
and Japan. A Further aggravation 
has been the U.S. refusal to supply 
spare pans for the Tarapur nuc- 
lear power station, again forcing 
India to turn to Europe. 

Mrs. Gandhi did make a sig- 
nificant official visit to Was- 
hington in 1982. but U.S. dip-, 
lomats acknowledge that she 
might have been disappointed by a 
lack of real progress since then. 

From the U.S. point of view. 
South Asia is not a major area of 
international conflict, such as the 
Middle East, and so does not dom- 
inate its policies apart from the 
Soviet involvement of Afg- 
hanistan. American diplomats say. 
Lhal the U.S. does not deliberately 
set out to hurt or upset India with 
its major policies. 

At diplomatic leveL the U.S. 
has been trying to improve the rel- 
ationship in two ways. First, there

are high-level dialogues on major 
issues between diplomats and vis- 
iting politicians. Second, co- 
operation is being developed thr- 
ough exchanges on scientific mat- 
ters. education and culture, and 
agriculture. 

But Mrs. Gandhr s U.S. visit has 
been more than matched by per- 
sonal visits and contacts with Mos- 
cow. The U.S. and India seem to 
have drifted on separate courses. 
India on the Socialist-based non- 
aligned path, and the U.S. steering 
clear, preferring to bolster Pak- 
istan. 

The Soviet Union may now 
need India more than India needs 
Moscow, given India's industrial 
development and its ability to pur- 
chase advanced weaponry from 
Europe. But Mrs. Ganhi also uses 
the Soviet friendship internally to 
woo votes from the Indian Left, 
and especially from one of the' 
country s two Communist parties- 

Washington feels secure fn the 
belief that India is a strong dem- 
ocratic country, never likely to 
become a Communist satellite. 
But its anitude sparks a reaction 
summed up by a European dip- 
lomat: “Living in India, it is very 
difficult not to be anti- American.” 
— Financial Times news feature. 


SEOUL — The timing of Pope 
John PauTs scheduled five-day 
visit to South Korea in May .has 
‘ niffled some Buddhist feelings,' 
blit it is a cause for joy for the ' 
country’s fast growing Roman 
Catholic community. 

The Pope is making a historic 
gesture in canonising 103 martyrs 
during his visit, the first can- 
onisation In the history of the Cat- 
holic church to be held outride 
Rome. 

The South Korean Catholic 
primate. Stephen Cardinal Kim 
Sou-Hwan, has described the May 
3-7 visit as "the greatest joy in the 
200-year history of Korean Cat- 
holicism.” which has been marred 
by periods of persecution. 

The Catholic Church in the 
mainly Buddhist country says its 
membership has more than tripled 
in the last 20 years from 570,000 
to 1.7 million. 

There are more than 10 million 
Buddhists in South Korea. Bud- 
dhism has been the country’s main 
religious force for over 1,000 
years and some Buddhist factions 
are upset that the Pope's visit coi- 
ncides with the celebration of 
Buddha's birthday. > 

The Pope is due to carry our 
canonisation ceremonies before a 
massed throng of up to one million 
people in a central Seoul plaza on 
May 6, just two days before big 
Buddhist ceremonies marking 
Buddha's birthday in the same 
square. 

A spokesman for the South 
Korean Catholic Church, Father 
John Oh. told reporters that it was 
now realised the timing had been a 
mistake and had offended some 
Buddhists. 

He said Cat holic-Budd hist talks 
had taken place and a compromise 
had been reached whereby Bud- 
dhist banners could be raised at 
the plaza before the canonisation 
ceremony and a large Christian 
altar and crosses would be rem- 
oved immediately after the Pope 
completes his rites. 

The canonisation of 103 bea- 
tified Catholics, martyred by the 
feudal Korean kingdom during 
the 18th and 19th centuries, is the 
highlight of the Papal visit 

.The martyrs include 10 French 
missionaries, but the rest were 
Koreans, only one of them a cle- 
rgyman. 

A Catholic Church official said 
this made the Korean Church uni- 
que, because many more lay peo- 
ple were martyred than clergy. 

After the martyrs are canonised 
in ceremonies lasting two and 
a-half hours,- South Kdrea will 
rank fourth among the world’s 
countries, in the number of Cat- 
holic s aints . 

.Cardinal Kim said this owed 
much to the Pope’s special love of- 
Koreans, which exempted them 
from having had to perform at 
least two proven, miracles before 
becoming .saints. 

The Pope’s visit also marks 
19^4 as the bicentennial of the

Catholic Church in Korea. 

Two years of work on the bic- 
entennial arrangements will be 
climaxed on May 6 when the Pope 
says special mass before the mas- 
sed thousands on Yoido Island in 
the middle of the wide Han River. 

According to church accounts. 
Korea's first contacts with Cat- 
holicism came with visits by early 
Korean travellers to China. 

The first Korean missionaries 
returned to Korea in 1784 and 
Korean Catholics and foreign mis- 
sionaries were martyred in num- 
erous persecutions until 1 876. 

The persecutions resulted in 
about 10,000 deaths, but Cat- 
holicism revived after Korea con- 
cluded treaties with Japan and 
Western powers. 

The Hermit Kingdom, as it was 
called, then adopted a more open 
policy and freedom of religion fol- 
lowed. 

Among the martyrs. 79 of those 
who died in the 1 839 and 1 846 
persecutions were beatified in 
1 925 and 24 martyrs of the 1 866 
persecution were beatified in 
1968. These are the people who 
will become saints after May 6. 

While the majority of Catholics 
will be concentrating on the rel- 
igious aspects of the Pope’ visit, 
many Christian ami-government 
dissidents wifi be watching closely 
for any comments on civil rights 
issues by the Pope. . 

Some Catholic dissidents, sup- 
ported by more radical members 
of the church, hope the Polish 
Pope will give moral support for 
their struggle against the gov- 
ernment of President Chun Doo 
Hwau, denounced by critics as dic- 
tatorial. 

But .Western diplomats believe 
that the Pope may restrict any 
comments' on civil liberties to his’ 
private talks with Mr. Chun.

: TJiese statistics, ah int- 
ernational television . watchdog 
group says, are being reflected in 
and stimulating real life violence, 
which is being exported through 
sales of American TV shows abr- 
oad. 

“We're murdering people 300 
per cent more often per capita 
than our parents' generation." 
said Thomas Radecki. an Illinois 
psychiatrist who heads the U.S. 
chapter of the International Coa- 
lition Against Television Violence 
(ICAVE). 

“We’re raping 500 per cent 
more often, and assaulting 600 per 
cent more often.” 

Mr. Radecki based the TV 
crime figures on a recent sam- 
pling. 

The major increase in crime. 
Mr. Radecki told Reuters, is not 
just in the United States. “This is 
the First time in world history that 
we have a worldwide epidemic of 
violence. There has to be some 
worldwide infective agent, and at 
least one of the causes is ent- 
ertainment violence." 

ICAVE has released a 22-year 
study it says establishes a cause- 
and- effect relationship between 
TV violence of the I y60s and cri- 
minal convictions in’ the 1 970s and 
80s. 

ICAVE estimates, according to 
studies in other nations, that TV 
and cinema violence is the cause of 
at least 25 to 50 per cent of vio- 
lence worldwide. Violent Ame- 
rican TV shows, viewed in many 
pans of the world, have helped to 
spread the violence. ICAVE says. 

Besides criticising current 
American Network TV shows 
such as "The A-tearn” and “Fall 
Guy” for excessive Violence, Mr. 
Radecki* s group has also targeted 
the cable TV Rock Video Cha-. 

. one!. MTV, which reaches anaest- ■ 
•'-ftrfated 20 nia'KmlJ.S: hbrn^and 
expects soon to have itirpro- 
grammes broadcast abroad. 

“Lyrics in Rock Music over the 
past 20 years have become more 
than twice as violent," said Mr. 
Radecki. “and the videos contain 
three times the violence of the 
song lyrics.” 

MTV Vice President John 
Sykes would not respond to Mr. 


‘Radeckfs criticism beyond calling 
it “a very subjective opinion" and 
adding that MTV “doesn't adv- 
ocate or support violence.” He 
. •said , ’MTV has not yet finalised 
. sales abroad. 

Billy Idol, Chrysalis recording 
star whose video “Dancing with 
Myself. 1 , has been cited for sexual 
. violence and denigration of 
women, told Reuters th& barely 
■ dad men and women clawing at a 
wall while he dances above them 
were “poetic ... symbolic.” 

Idol said the naked woman in 
chains in the video symbolises a 
Russian figure of liberty called 
Oktobriana. “What Tra saying is 
liberty is constrained and in bon- 
dage. I'm saying things against 
people who keep women in bon- 
dage” • • 

Mr. Radecki and ICAVE retort 
that the initial message conveyed 
by “Dancing with Myself' and 
more than a third of other rock 
videos is sexual violence. They 
urge governments not to censor 
but to require counter- 
advertising. similar to messages on 
cigarette packages, warning vie- 
wers that violent movies and Lel- 
. e vision are damaging to health. 

The American Medical Ass- 
ociation has warned repeatedly 
against TV violence and the U.S. 
Surgeon General. Emmett Koop. 
said of the effect on violent rock 
videos on the viewer: 

“ft changes his attitude towards 
women: It changes his attitude 
towards assault and violence, it 
changes his attitude towards race, 
and it makes him more aggressive, 
more hostile in ordinary int- 
■erh uman relationships.” 

Dr. Rowell Huesmann, one of 
the researchers whose 22-year 
study was released last month at a 
TV violence conference in Tor- 
onto. said their findings are the 
first to document the long-term 
effects of watching TV violence. 

Their study showed a cor- 
relation between children in a 
New York State country who as 
eight-year-olds preferred violent 
TV programming such as “Gun- 
smoke.” a popular export wor- 
ldwide, and “77 Sunset Strip”, 
and adultsconvicted for homicide, 
sexual offences and burglary. 

“As children you build agg- 
ressive habits that as adults make 
you more prone to criminal acts,” 
said Mr. Huesmann, whose sam- 
ple "mcI^ed fiOO pe^rw siudied 
jnfhe third grade,! t) years later as 
high school graduates and again in 
1981. ’ 

Mr. Radecki ferns too much 
damage may already have been 
done. “The early Greeks would 
not allow violence to occur on 
state because they were afraid the 
viewer would be brutalised. They 
didn’t have scientific studies, but 
they had common sense.”

NEW YORK — Theatre critics 
and audiences alike are giving 
Broadway shows the thumbs 
down this season. 

Gross receipts on the great 
white way, the bub of American 
theatre, are. up on last year thanks 
to higher ticket prices, but att- 
endance is down six per cent 
The critics have not liked much 
so far this season and are won- 
dering just why some shows must 
go on. 

“The season so far is as bad as 
last year and last year was the 
worst I can remember,” says Clive 
Barnes, theatre critic for the New 
York Post. “If it is to be salvaged, 
the better best be yet to come.” 
Edwin Wilson of the Wall Street 
Journal began a recent column 
with the bald statement: “Bro- 
adway is in a bad way.” 

In a season which started last 
June, there have been only two- 
true hits — an import of British 
Director Peter Brooke's Paris tri- 
umph “Carmen” and “Cage aux 
Folies” . which as its name suggests 
is not of U.S. origin. 

“ Cage aux FoIlesT is based on a 
French film hit bom of a long- 
running French farce- about the 
troubles of two middle-aged hom- 
osexuals. 

In order not to outrage Bro- 
adway's predominantly middle- 
class audiences, which want not- 


hing more than something to ' 
make them happy but not gay, the 
producers sanitised the hom- 
osexuality in “Cage aux Folies”. 

“We haven’t presented hom- 
osexuality in a threatening way.” 
one of its producers, Felix Holt, 
told Reuters .recently.. 

Though the show is a com- 
mercial hit, the critics described it 
as a slick, carefully-packaged mus- 
ical designed to offend no-one 
w illing to pay up to $45 for a tic- 
ket 

They also grumbled about 
.“Doonesbury”, a $2 million mus- 
ical based on a satirical comic strip 
read by 6Q million people until it 
was discontinued, saying it had 
more bite as a cartoon than on 
stage. 

But the reviews were at least 
lukewarm and its publicist swears 
the show won't be a fast flop, 
which is more than one could say 
for “Marilyn: An American 
Fable,” a musical based on the life 
of Marilyn Monroe which lasted 
just two weeks. 

Frank Rich, the New York 
Time critic, said “Marilyn" was 
“incoherent to the point of being 
loony.” 

“It must be the first exploitation 
of the Monroe legend that even 
denies necrophiliacs a good time,” 
he added, referring to the fact that 
the show had no death scene. 

“Baby”, another new musical, 
also offers a first — the show starts

mming up a fallopian tube as a 
chorus chants the show' s themes: 
“Ovulation, copulation, con- 
ception.” 

Mr. Barnes says Broadway has 
become “the theatre for bucks” 
and that producers have grown 
cautious. 

“Caution does not provide exc- 
iting theatre,” he told Reuters. 

The caution is due partly to the 
enormous cost of mounting a new 
show. It can cost two to three mil- 
lion dollars to puton a musical and 
between 750,000 and SI million 
for a play. 

Some experts attribute the cau- 
tion to the changing nature of the 
producer — instead of being men 
in love with the theatre, Bro- 
adway’s new producers are con- 
glomerates with money but not 
the necessary expertise or daring. 

“Producers these days are rel- 
uctant to risk millions on new 
people. They want established 
names," says Dick Hummler, edi- 
tor of the show business weekly 
Variety. 

Producers also seem to want 
musicals, and straight plays are on 
the point of becoming an end- 
angered species on Broadway. 

The plays that do come in are 
usually imports from London, 
from the active U.S. provinces or 


from the fringe theatres on “off- 
B roadway" which are enjoying a 
minor renaissance. 

Mr. Barnes wonders whether 
Broadway’s new audience armed 
with expense accounts and credit 
cards can take something serious. 

“They come to celebrate a wed- 
ding anniversary or a birthday and 
they usually come from the sub- 
urbs." he says. "The theatre aud- 
iences are no longer coming from 
Manhattan.” 

Price Berkley, publisher of the 
Theatrical Index, which rails itself 
the bible of the professional the- 
atre, says that ticket prices of up to 
$45 mean that people who would 
normally go six times a year are 
going only two or three times. 

But with Tom Stoppard’s “The 
Real Thing” transferring from 
London, Dustin Hoffman to app- 
ear in “Death of a Salesman” and 
Liza Mhmelli to star in a new mus- 
ical, he is optimistic that things will 
improve soon. 

Mr. Hummler agrees that a few 
hit shows can change everything, 
but producer Ron Abbott is less 
sanguine. 

“Last season was artistically 
bereft,” he says. “This season is 
artistically a total loss.” 

He fears the new sense of cau- 
tion on Broadway may prove dis- 
astrous.

French language purists battle 
‘Franglais’ sweep in court

PARIS — Purists call it pollution 
of their language. Businessmen 
call ft simple marketing strategy. 
The law calls it illegal in some 
areas. 

But to most Frenchmen it's 
“Franglais" — the increasing use 
and misuse of English, especially 
in the commercial field. 

France's language purists, bent 
on warding off an Anglo-Saxon 
invasion of their vocabulary, have 
battled several companies in court 
recently over their use of English 
words. 

In a Paris court last month, the 
General Association for Users of 
the French Language (AGULF) 
accused a fast-food restaurant 
chain of misleading its customers 
by selling items like “fingfish” 
“big cheese" and “coffee drink.” 

Magistrates agreed they went 
against a 1 875 law governing pub- 
lic use of language that requires all 
consumer goodS-io be labelled and 
advertised in French. They ord- 
ered the company, France-Quick, 
to pay 3,000 francs ($370) in 
damages. 

The ruling was the latest victory 
for AGULF, a vigilant, 
government-backed grouping of 
politicians, scholars and con- 
sumers that has taken French and 
foreign companies to task.

“Nobody buying a 'big cheese’ 
could possibly know what it con- 
tains.” argues AGULFs spo- 
keswoman Micheline Faure. "and 
as for ’coffee drink', our lawyers 
have proven that it is nothing 
other than coffee — though sli- 
ghtly weaker than what we are 
used to drinking in France." 

AG ULF has successfully fought 
30-odd similar cases. 

Foreign companies importing 
goods into France have had their 
knuckles rapped for failing to 
provide translations for their bro- 
chures. pamphlets and packaging 
materials. 

And well-established French 
institutions have been tackled for 
publishing products using catchy 
English phrases. 

The movement against "Fra- 
nglais" creeping into the ver- 
nacular has always had strong - 
support from the French gov- 
ernment. AGULF itself is sub- 
sidised by the office of Prime Min- 
ister Pierre Mauroy. 

Last year one arm.. of gov- 
ernment. the Communications 
Ministry, banned 127 terras of 
English origin used mainly in bro- 
adcasting and threatened theatres, 
cinemas and television and adv- 
ertising companies with legal act- 
ion if they used them. 

Officially, camera shots no lon- 
ger use “close-ups'’ but “ gras plan 
cerre". and cameramen are “les 


cadreurs” . 

But in everyday speech “Fra- 
nglais” still has a strong hold. 

Businessmen talk of “le cash 
flow” or “let hot money.." Long- 
distance travellers fly by “le jet", 
while a short walk involves “le 
footing". Sportsmen go in for“Ie 
jogging" or “le stretching” (cal- 
isthenics). And popular television 
programmes feature “Les Hold- 
ups” and “Les Kidnappings”. 

Several language commissions 
have been created in the past, pro- 
viding equivalents for English 
expressions, although no cam- 
paign has completely succeeded in 
replacing “Le weekend" with “fin 
de semaine” or “Ic window- 
shopping” with “Ieche-vitrine”. 

AGULF is currently pursuing 
legal claims against the mineral 
water bottlers Evian for their slo- 
gan “le fast-drink des Alpes” and 
the state-owned tobacco mon- 
opoly Seita for launching a cig- 
arette called “News". 

The West Qerman-based rec- 
ord company Polydor was forced 
into an out-of-court settlement 
with AGULF two years ago for 
releasing American jazz records in 
their original jackets. 

“The situation is difficult,” said 
Polydot’s representative for Fra- 
nce. Patrice Fichet. ’* I have certain 
contracts with foreign artists that 
expressly forbid me to tamper 
with their record jackets.”

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Regan says U.S.,L. America 
headed off world debt crisis 


WASHINGTON (R) — The 
world might have been plunged 
into a debt crisis if the United Sta- 
tes and Latin American countries 
had failed to produce a financial ■ 
rescue plan for Argentina. Tre- 
asury Secret ai^ Donald Regan 
said Saturday. 

"If you want to look over the 
cliff and see the chasm down 
below, that's the son of thing that 
might have happened." he said at 
a press conference called to give 
derails of the $500 million loan 
plan announced Friday night. 

The rescue package proposed 
by Mexico, another heavily ind- ' 
cbicd Latin American country, 
enabled Argentina to meet Sat- 
urday's deadline for long-overdue 
interest payments to foreign 
banks. 

Without it; strict U.S. reg- 
ulations would have forced Ame- 
rican banks involved to report los- 
ses on their financial statements 
for this year's first quarter, which 
ends Saturday. 

The U.S. treasury says that 
about 5500 million in overdue int- 
erest is owed to foreign banks 
while a further SI 40 million is 
owed to Argentine banks. 

Other esrimaies. including 
those of foreign creditor banks, 
put the figure for overdue interest 
somewhat higher. 

Mexico. Venezuela. Brazil and 
Colombia put up S3UU million of 
the rescue package and foreign 
banks SI 00 million, while Arg- 
entina contributed SI00 million 
■from its own reserves. 

Mr. Regan said that if Arg- 
entina had defaulted on the int- 
erest payments, other countries, 
"which have gone through hea- 
daches and heartaches, would 
have been hard-pressed to explain 


why they are paying when Arg- 
entina refuses to pay." 

He added: “You have to rem- 
ember. Argentina might have 
become im example to other cou- 
ntries. not only in Latin America, 
but elsewhere around the world.” 

Mr. Regan said such a pre- 
cedent would have made banks 
less willing to advance credit to 
developing countries. 

He said fear of this prompted 
other indebted Latin countries — 
Brazil with $93 billion and Mexico 
with $Ky billion of foreign debt — 
to join in the package. 

Mr. Regan said Argentina, with 
a foreign debt of $43.6 billion 
could now restore growth and fos- 
ter democracy. 

Argentina's centre-lefi gov- 
ernment headed by President 
Raul Alfonsin was elected last 
autumn after eight years of mil- 
itary dictactorship. 

Deputy U.S. Treasury Sec- 
retary Tim McNamar said Sat- 
urday the country’s fragile dem- 
ocracy could have been end- 
angered if the financial rescue had 
not been worked oui. 

Mr. McNamar. who appeared 
with Mr. Regan at the press con- 
ference. said (he Alfonsin gov- 
ernment could have been thr- 
eatened by elements in the cou- 
ntry who he said were arguing that 
"wc should turn to the Soviet 
Union and repudiate the debts." 

Mr. Regan said the plan, which 
is linked with Argentina’s int- 
ention to seek an early agreement 
on economic austerity measures 
with the International Monetary 
Fund (IMF). would help restore 
economic growth and stability. 

The United States has agreed to 
put up $300 million in short-term 
bridge linancing once Argentina 


forges an agreement with the IMF. 

The U.S. money would be used 
to pay off the Latin American nat- 
ions which contributed to the plan 
and pan of the expected IMF fin- 
ancing. which Mr. Regan est- 
imated at more than- $ 1 billion, 
would in turn be used to pay back 
the Unired States. 

Mr. Regan predicted that an 
agreement would be reached wit- 
hin 30 days and IMF money would 
be lent 30 days later. 

He praised Mexican Finance 
Minister Jesus Silva Herzog for 
conceiving the plan. 

When Mexico in 1 9K2 was una- 
ble to pay interest on its foreign 
loans. Mr. Herzog led the neg- 
otiations on a rescue plan for his 
country. 

The Mexican rescue package 
and. one for Brazil a year later 
were similar lo the Argentine 
plan. • • 

Both included bridging finance 
from the United States, an aus- 
terity accord with the IMF in ret- 
urn for a major loan and an agr- 
eement to stretch out foreign debt 
payments with the commercial 
banks. 

Saturday’s agreement was ihe 
first to involve other Latin Ame- 
rican countries. 

"There has been some talk of a 
‘debtor’s cartel’ — well, this hem- 
ispheric cooperative move of 
many Latin nations... should put 
that talk to rest." Mr. Regan said, 
referring to fears that debtor nat- 
ions might band together and ref- 
use to pay their creditors. 

He said the United States was 
working with other major ind- 
ustrial countries on the best way to 
deal with the overall interna Lional 
debt problem. 


China may modify stance 
over offshore oil accords 


PEKING (R) — China seems to be modifying its 
tough stance over offshore oil contracts with foreign 
firms ahead of a second round of bidding and in light 
of relatively poor results from exploration so far, oil 
industry sources said Sunday. 


British budget rebate remains 
only bar to EC cash reform 


BRUSSELS (R) — A row over 
Britain's budget payments is the 
sole\ remaining obstacle to vital 
European Community (EC) fin- 
ancial, reform now that ministers 
have agreed on reshaping the 
bloc's farm support system, dip; 
lomats'sauf Sunday. ‘ * 

And. they noted. Britain's EC 
partners hoped the new farm deal, 
which looked virtually impossible 
until lately, would ease the way to 
agreement on the budget quarrel 
with London. 

Agriculture ministers emerged 
Irom an all-night session early 
SaturJav to announce a Jasi- 
minutc accord on a critical ove- 
rhaul of the EC s Common Agr- 
icultural Policy (CAP) which has 
driven the group to the edge of 
bankruptcy. 

But a wide rift between Britain 


and its nine partners over what 
London calls a fairer distribution 
of the EC budget burden con- 
tinues to threaten prospects of 
achieving an overall deal to put 
the 1 0-nation bloc on a firmer fin- 
ancial fooling. 

EC foreign ministers are due in- 
take up the British problem once 
again on April 9. 

Diplomats said the CAP agr- 
eement would cut guaranteed 
farm prices and prevent further 
growth of huge surpluses of but- 
ter. wine, grains and other com- 
modities. 

The 20-year-oU! CAP absorbs 
two thirds of the bloc's resources. 
It was bom of Western Europe's 
postwar need to produce cheaper 
food and raise the standard of liv- 
ing of the region's then deprived 
farmers.

Although many fanners remain 
on the edge of poverty, the system 
cushioned farming against the 
deep recession which led to a 250 
per cent growth in general une- 
mployment in the past decade. 

While the new CAP deal was 
wren by many of theHMoc’s eight-- 
million farmers as a betrayal, most 
member-states and the ECs exe- 
cutive commission consider it an 
unavoidable first step to rescue 
the group from bankruptcy.

This meant, they added, that 
financial pressures would con- 
tinue to grow in the short-term. 


They were reading between the 
lines of a statement by Mr. Din 
Wencai. head of China National 
Offshore OilCorp. (CNOOC).on 
Saturday. 

Mr. Oin said t’NOOC was stu- 
dying a previously released model 
contract in its preparations for the 
next round ol commercial bidding 
for contract areas off China. 

He said the model contract 
would be re-adjusted and imp- 
roved by drawing on experience 
from the first round. 

It would be drawn up “in acc- 
ordance with the principle of equ- 
ality and mutual benefit." which 
the sources interpreted as mea- 
ning less rigid. 

Oilmen believe the next round 
will be announced next year after 
the first years drilling has been 
assessed. 

The first round of contract neg- 
otiations saw at least one casualty. 

Mobil withdrew from talks with 


the Chinese after deciding terms 
were too harsh, the sources said. 

Oil industry sources have since 
said that several Chinese dem- 
ands. such as costs lor Chinese 
support services, labour and on- 
the-job (raining costs and hazy 
legal requirements, were a pro- 
blem. 

Mr. Ray Cline, senior associate 
at the L'.S. Georgetown Centre ol 
Strategic Studies, said in a recent 
article that judging by its model 
contract and available inf- 
ormation on the actual bargaining 
China "is much iougher in its 
demands than other und- 
erdeveloped. oil-producing cou- 
ntries... concerning operational 
control, technology transfer and 
cost sharing." 

A senior Western diplomat in 
Peking involved in the oil sector 
said that exploiting China's nil- 
fields looked set to he a high-cost 
operation under the present terms 


which effectively ruled nut com- 
mercial exploitation nl marginal 
fields. 

Bui marginal fields are the only 
kind that have been found so far. 

France's Total Chine is now 
renegotiating with the Chinese to 
try to find a profitable way of dev - 
eloping its discoveries, including 
two wells of just over 7.0 tin bar- 
rels per day. 

Atlantic Richfield has found gas 
nearby, hut this will only gn to 
supply a local synthetic fertiliser 
plant, according to the Chinese. 

In the northern Bohai Gulf, a 
Japanese consortium is dev- 
eloping a medium-size field at 
large cost! but France's Elf Aqu- 
itaine has basically given up alter 
finding nothing. 

A group lcj by British Pet- 
roleum has struck no commercial 
wells in three tries. 

An Esso-Shcl! consortium dri- 
lling its first well in the Souih 
China Sea is studying a possible 
gas find, the sources said. 

The sources said that the poor 
results did not rule out substantial 
fields in what was still considered 
one of the last offshore frontiers, 
but they weakened China's bar- 
gaining position. 


Indian authorities nay 
break strike by force 

BOMBAY (Rj — The Indian government plans to invoke a law 
which would allow the armed forces to break a national dock strike 
that has paralysed the country's trade lor 17 days, a senior port 
official said Sunday. 

Union leaders left New Delhi at the weekend alter the breakdown 
of pay talks with the government on ending the strike which has shut 
ports, disrupted trade and deprived industry ol imported raw mat- 
erials. 

The shipping ministry said Sunday that the strikers' demands lor 
extra pay totalling $57 million a year were not acceptable. 

The statement said the government would not resume talks unless 
the unions respond favourably to its oiler of S39.sn million. 

A senior port official, who did not want to be named, told Reuters 
the government planned to invoke the essential services maintenance 
act within the next two days. 

Under the act. the government can use the armed forces to man 
port operations and detain strike leaders, he said. 

The official said port authorities had been told to recruit casual 
labourers to unload dry cargo. 

They would be paid up to 200 rupees per day against their normal 
wage of 35 rupees, he added. 

A government official said on Friday the authorities would have to 
bring more commodities ashore. 

They would use whatever labour was available and that labour 
would have to be given protection, he said without going into details. 

The longest-ever Indian port strike is estimated by businessmen to 
have cost one billion rupees ($100 million) a day. 

The stoppage by 300.000 dockers has shut India's 10 major pirns, 
stranding more than 200 ships. 

A shipping ministry spokesman mid Reuters there were no sho- 
rtages of vital commodities at present. 

"II there are. we will unload them. I have no idea about invoking 
the essential services maintenance act." he said. 


Sri Lankan workers strike 

COLOMBO (R) — One ol the major plantation trade unions in Sri 
Lanka, the Ceylon Workers' Congress, called workers in the island's 
tea and rubber estates out on strike Sunday. Union Secretary S. 
Sellasamy loki Reuters that the lull impact of the strike would be lelt 
Monday when its 350.001) members and workers belonging toother 
unions would stop work. Mr. Sellasamy said the strikers were dem- 
anding various allowances given to workers in other sectors of the 
^tonorny to meet rising living costs. He said a wage increase offered 
by the government last month to plantation workers, who are paid 
daily, was not sufficient and the strike would continue until a set- 
tlement was reached. Plantations ol more than 50 acres were nat- 
ionalised in 1972. 


Russians 

criticise 

‘petit 

bourgeois’ 

MOSCOW iR) — Many Russians 
are worried about the corrupting 
e fleet ol a rising living standard 
and tear it is destroying the values 
on which communist society is 
based, a Moscow newspaper said 
Sunday. 

The daily Sovieiskaya Rossiya 
published comments from readers 
lamenting the spread ol mat- 
erialism and acquisitiveness and 
complaining that people were 
becoming obsessed with buying 
cars and household goods. 

h quoted one reader as saying 
all a lamily needed was some 
: steel- framed beds, a lew chairs 
and a table. 

Any "luxuries" beyond these 
basics" only made people want 
more, he declared. 

Values or sharing diminish 

The newspaper said a common 
worry was that the spread ol cars, 
televisions and washing machines 
had diminished the sharing of pub- 
lic facilities and thus undermined a 
communal way ol life which was a 
inundation for communism. 

It said measures should be 
taken to stem emerging ” petit 
bourgeois'* attitudes. 

As a first step, the newspaper 
called for a ban on the sale ol 
high-priced luxury items such as 
high quality jewellery, saying their 
availability encouraged people to 
compete to acquire status-symbol 
goods.

Riyadh lifts petrol prices 

RIYADH (R) — Petrol prices in Saudi Arabia, the cheapest in the 
world, will be increased by up to 70 per cent from Monday- the 
ministry of finance anJ national economy said Sunday. It also ann- 
ounced a freeze on new government employment. Saudi Arabia, has 
been hard hit bv a drop in nil income caused by the world oil glut. 
Sunday's budget statement said the price ol a litre ol domestic lucl 
would be raised bv up in 0.20 Saudi rivals (5.7 L'.S. cents) a litre. The 
current price ol a litre of premium — grade petrol isfi.2‘> rivals (M.2 
cents). Saudi Arabia expects a budget deficit of 4b billion rivals (SI 3 
billion) lor ihe fiscal year starting Monday. This compares with a 
deficit ol 35 billion rivals (S 1 0 billion) in the 1 2-mnnih period ended 
Sunday, exactly in line with last years deficit to recast, hut at a 
substantially lower level ol revenues anJ expenditure than estimated. 
The budget estimates revenues lor the next fiscal year at 214 billion 
riyals($6I billion) and spending at 260 billion ($74 billion), with the 
deficit lo be financed Iroin the general reserve, a ministry statement 
said.

Honduras military leadership quits 


TEGUCIGALPA (R) — Honduras began a new 
round of war games with the United States Sunday 
despite the sudden resignation of four of its top 
military leaders, including armed forces head Gen- 
eral Gustavo Alvarez .Martinez. 


In a radio speech Saturday 
night. President Roberto Suazn 
Cordova said he had taken over as 
commander-in-chief of the armed 
forces and implied that Gen. Alv- 
arez had been forced to step down 
because of meddling in politics. 

"The military' should not bee* 
orae involved in the business of 
politicians and politicians should 
not become involved in the bus- 
iness of the military — this is fun- 
damental to the respect of dem- 
ocracy." he said. 

U.S. officials here said Gen. 
Alvarez appeared to have been 


removed following a power str- 
uggle with Mr. Suazo Cordova, a 
mild-mannered medical doctor 
who was elected president of 
Honduras in I9RI after 10 years 
of military rule. 

Gen. Alvarez’s resignation, 
along with those of Deputy Joint 
Chief of Staff Jose Abdcnego 
Bueso. National Police Chief 
General Daniel Bali Castillo and 
Navy Commander General 
Ruben Montaya. raised doubts 
about the stability of Honduras.

Gunmen shoot dead former 
Salvadorean election official 


SAN SALVADOR (R) — Gun- 
men shot dead a conservative Sal- 
vadorean columnist and former 
member ol the government's Cen- 
tral Election Council, officials 
said. 


The killing of Ralael Hasbun 
was carried out Saturday night, 
three days after a right-wing death 
squad threatened to kill election 
council officials for the dis- 
organisation which marked last 
week’s presidential elections. 

Officials said \lr. Hasbun was 
ambushed and shot seven limes as 
he entered hisoliicc in the centre 
of San Salvador. Eyewitnesses 
said three gunmen were involved. 

The killing rekindled tears of 
increased violence in advance of 
run-ofl presidential elections bet- 
ween the ultra-right Nationalist 
Republican Alliance (ARENA) 
Partv and the moderate Christian 


Democrats, tentatively scheduled 
for May 6. 

Mr. Hasbun. 55. was a col- 
umnist for the right-wing Diario 
de Hoy newspaper and a former 
ARENA representative to the 
Central Election Council (CCE). 

CCE members said Mr. Hasbun 
was not a member of ARENA but 
was appointed to the council by 
the party where he served until he 
resigned for political reasons in 
December. 

Shortly after the murder, a cal- 
ler identifying himself as a mem 
berof the Revolutionary Workers 
Party — one of five leftist guerrilla 
groups fighting the U.S. -backed 
government — claimed res 
ponsibility for the killing. 

The telephone message said Mr 
Hasbun was linked to El Sal 
vadnr’s notorious death squads 
and said the murder was a reprisal 
against the ARENA Party.

NEW DELHI (R) — The leader 
of the main Sikh political party. 
Harchand Singh Longowal. app- 
ealed Sunday for further con- 
cessions after the government off- 
ered to consider amending the 
Indian constitution in line with 
Sikh demands. 

The Press Trust of India (PTI) 
news agency quoted him as saying 
New Delhi should also lift its ban 
on the All India Sikh Students 
Federation (A1SSF) and concede 
other demands to pave the way for 
resumption of talks between the 
government and the Sikhs. 

Talks on Sikh demands for rel- 
igious and political concessions 
broke down earlier this year. 

Mr. Longowal said that lifting of 
the ban on AISSF. imposed two 
weeks ago by the government 
which accuses it ot inciting vio- 
lence. would assist in holding for- 
thcoming university exa- 
minations. 

Home Minister Prakash Chand 
Sethi offered Saturday to consult 
Sikh leaders and legal experts on 
amending section 25 of the con- 
stitution. which Sikhs say is dis- 
criminatory because it equates 
their sect with Hindus. India's 
majority community.

Indian Prime Minister Indira 
Gandhi's Congress (1) Party nar- 
rowly missed winning this in last 
week’s elections to the Upper 
House.

Thatcher’s son admits 
being ‘ naive’ on deals 


LONDON (R) — British Prime 
Minister Margaret Thatcher’s son 
Mark, embroiled in a political row 
over his Middle East interests, 
acknowledged Sunday he had 
been “naive” ovc some business 
deals but accused critics of crying 
to attack his mother through him. 

In a newspaper interview he 
described the last 12 weeks as 
"bloody" as the prime minister 
was harried in parliament and in 
the press about his former job as a 
consultant with a British company 
Cementation. 

"Twelve weeks when they've 
slung every bit of mud at me they 
can. Twelve weeks when they’ve 
accused me of being just about 
everything from a crook to a con- 
man.... 12 weeks is not fair com- 
ment. It’s a vendetta." he told the 
Mail on Sunday paper. 

Mark Thatcher was in Oman 
when the prime minister made an 
official visit in 1 MSI . Cementation 
later won a £300 million ($450 
million) order to build a university 
in the Arab state. 

The prime minister has con- 
sistent denied any conflict of int- 
erests and told opposition Labour 
Party questioners she had lobbied 


for British business as a whole and 
not for Cementation. 

”1 have done nothing wrong — 
nothing 1 should be ashamed of." 
Mark said of the Oman affair." It's 
all innuendo and speculation. It's 
all an excuse to get at my mother." 

Mark, who recently accepted a 
£45.000 ($67,000) a year job 
promoting British Lotus sports 
cars in the United States, told the 
interviewer: 

"It makes sense to move away, 
keep a low profile for a while and 
pull out of most of my present 
commitments — if only to exa- 
mine each one from top to bottom. 

"1 have made this decision to 
live in the Untied States not least 
to show how sony I am for the 
totally unnecessary aggravation 
all this business has caused my 
mother 

" 1 don’t want to wingc about it. 
But it makes me so bloody angry. 
It’s not me they arc after. Yet she 
had done nothing. Heaven's sake 
we’ve done nothing."

‘Efficient energy use cuts acid rain’ 


WASHINGTON (R) — Acid rain 
and air pollution, which are cau- 
sing billions of dollars in damage 
to the world's forests, could be 
reduced at relatively little cost by 
more efficient energy use and rec- 
ycling. according to a private 
study. 

Some countries have started 
expensive programmes to cut 
smokestack emissions of sulphur 
dioxide, a leading cause of acid 
rain, but iiule is being done to 
scale back other environment- 
damaging pollutants. Worldwatch 
Institute said Saturday. 

“We’re failing to focus our att- 
ention on the solutions which can 
solve all of the problems sim- 
ultaneously." said Sandra Postel. 
a senior researcher with the 
Washington-based research group 
and author of the study. 


Reducing the demand for 
fossil- fuel generated electricity by 
more efficient energy use. the rec- 
ycling of paper and meLals and 
greater use of alternative energy is 
the least costly way of curbing acid 
rain and pollution, the study said. 

If the United States, which gets 
more than half of its electric power 
from coal-fired generators, set 
energy efficiency standards for 
common household appliances, 
the savings in electricity use would 
cut annual sulphur dioxide emi- 
ssions by 12 to 20 per cent, the 
sTudy said. 

It would cost five to 510 billion, 
more than 100 times as much, to 
achieve the same emission red- 
uctions by installing sulphur- 
removing “scrubbers", it said. 

The Reagan administration has 
rejected government-imposed eff- 


iciency standards for appliances 
and refuses to order emission cuts 
until more acid rain research has 
been done. 


Nine European countries and 
Canada, which has expressed its 
irritation at the U.S. stand on acid 
rain, recently agreed to cut sul- 
phur emissions by 30 percent over 
the next decade.

Izvestia criticises quake town architects 


MOSCOW (R) — Homes and 
schools in the Soviet Central 
Asian town worst hit by a pow- 
erful earthquake two weeks ago. 
were so badly built that most sim- 
ply collapsed, the government 
daily Izvestia reported Sunday. 

izvestia strongly criticised the 
architects who designed the bui- 
ldings for not taking into account 
the possibility that a strong quake 
would again hit Gazli, the small 
town in Soviet Uzbekistan worst- 
hit on March 19 and virtually 


razed by a weaker quake in 1976. 

The Soviet media have reported 
over 100 people injured but have 
not mentioned any deaths. Press 
reports said much of the town had 
been destroyed and Soviet tel- 
evision showed ruined houses. 


“The buildings which proved 
particularly susceptible to the 
quake were those constructed not 
entirely as needed. More exactly, 
they were constructed downright 
shoddily Izvestia said in a report 


form the earthquake zone. 

The quake which struck Gazli 
and the surrounding area mea- 
sured over nine on a 1 2-point Sov- 
iet scale, much stronger than the 
1976 earthquake after which bui- 
lders reconstructed the town using 
what the Soviet media said were 
special materials. 


Izvestia said girders in one Gazli 
school simply collapsed because 
they were held up by rusty wire 
instead of strong welded seams. 


Evacuated Hawaiian residents return home

VOLCANO. Hawaii (AP) — 
Mauna Loa Volcano kept eru- 
pting Saturday pumping out mol- 
ten rock toward the outskirts of 
Hilo, but smaller Kilauea fell sil- 
ent and dozens of people forced to 
evacuate by fast-moving lava were 
allowed to return home. 

“The eruption (of Kilauea) just 
stopped all of a sudden." said 
George Yoshida, a volunteer at 
the Hawaii Country Civil Defence 
Headquarters in Hilo, biggest city 
on the island of Hawaii. “Bur who 


knows what 
orrow?" 

A total of 74 homes in the rem- 
ote hillside Royal Gardens com- 
munity and nearby Kaiapana were 
evacuated just before midnight 
Friday because of the eruption 
from Kilauea and roadblocks were 
set up in the area. Residents were 
allowed to return home Saturday 
morning. 

“There was a fast-moving lava

Brazil announces change for direct elections 


PEKING (R) — The growth of 
China's population is now under 
control and future efforts will con- 
centrate on raising the quality of 
the people, two population exp- 
ens said Sunday. Satisfaction Ma 
An and demographer Zha Rui- 
chan told an international con- 
ference on China's census that by 
qualiry they meant ironing out 
demographic imbalances, making 
sure that age groupings were in 
.proponion and raising cultural 
and educational levels, the New 
China News Agency said. Peking 
was criticised by the foreign press 
last year for imprecisely worded 
birth control posters and reports 
of a programme of "eugenics." 
But China officially denied that its 
population control had anything 
to do with racial superiority.

RIO DE JANEIRO. Brazil (AP) 
— President Joao Figueiredo told 
a nationwide television audience 
Saturday night that he will pro- 
pose direct elections for the per- 
son who would succeed his suc- 
cessor. 

The proposal is intended to 
counter a campaign calling for 
immediate direct elections that 
has brought millions of Brazilians 
into the streets. 

Mr. Figueiredo’s proposed con- 
stitutional amendment envisions 
popular elections only at the end 
of the term of his successor, which 
would terminate in 199! under 
the current constitution. 

" Direct election (for president) 
is inopportune at the moment, alt- 
hough 1 recognise that it is a good 
idea to re-establish it in the fut-. 
urc.” Mr. Figueiredo said. 

Mr. Figueiredo. whose term 


ends in early 1 9X5. said the pre- congressmen favoured shortening 


sidential election he proposes 
would be in two stages. That sys- 
tem. which usually includes a 
run-off election between the two 
top finishers, is used in France and 
is being implemented now in El 
Salvador. 

Justice Minister Ibrahim Abi- 
Ackel said Mr. Figueiredo’s pro- 
posal represents "a bond of 
union" between the government 
and the opposition, which has 
sponsored the direct election ral- 
lies. 

The government's leader in the 
House of Representatives. Con- 
gressman Nelson Marchezan. said 
Friday the 19SJ1 date was subject 
to negotiation when Mr.- Fig- 
ueiredo's proposed constitutional 
amendment reaches Congress. 

Mr. Marchezan said that even 
within the government party some

Chilean, Argentine navies play cat-and-mouse in Beagle Channel

P1CTON ISLAND. Beagle Cha- 
nnel — The navies of Chile and 
Argentina continue to play a daily 
game of cat-and-mouse in t he sto- 
rmy waters of the Beagle Channel 
at the tip of South America even 
though a solution to their 
ccmury-old dispute may be in 
sight. 

The tempo of diplomatic act- 
ivity has risen since the two cou- 
ntries signed a treaty of friendship 
and co-opcration in January, and 
talks, described as the final phase 
of negotiations on Vatican med- 
iation proposals, are now under 
way. 

But around the disputed islands 
of the Beagle Channel patrol 
boats from the Chilean base at 
Puerto Williams and the Arg- 
entine headquarters at Ushuaia 
shadow each other's movements. 

At stake are the islands of Pic- 
ton. Lennox and Nueva at the 


mouth of the Beagle Channel, plus 
a nearby collection of tiny islets. 
Possession of these islands det- 
ermines where to draw the limits 
of territorial waters in the South 
Atlantic. 

The conflict, heightened by the 
prospect of offshore oil reserves, 
brought the two countries to the 
brink of war in 197X. 

The islands have been in Chi- 
lean hands since the last century 
and. according to leaked versions 
of the talks at the Vatican, are lik- 
ely to remain so in any definitive 
settlement. 

“As far as the islands are con- 
cerned. the Chileans have the nea- 
rest thing to a watertight case that 
exists in international law." one 
neutral diplomat commented. 

Four families have lived for the 
last 1 4 years on Picton, at Caleta 
Piedras. where they fish and farm 
and receive a monthly salary from 
.the Chilean government. 

Elsewhere on Lhe three large 
islands are navigation posts and 
the occasional duster of pre- 


fabricated houses inhabited by 
naval ratings and their families, 
who politely evaded a cor- 
respondent's inquiries as to how 
they spent their time. 

Cruising east along the Beagle 
Channel in a Chilean launch, to 
the left lie tree-covered cliffs and 

mountains with the remains of last 
year' s snow in the Argentine part 
of Tierra Del Fucgo. To the right, 
at some points barely a mile from 
Argentina and almost identical in 
appearance, is the Chilean island 
of Navarino. 

From Puerto Toro, a settlement 
on the eastern edge of Navarino. a 
group of marines among the 50 
inhabitants have Picton Islandand 
Caleta Piedras itself in full view 
and comfortably in range just acr- 
oss the water. 

As the Chilean launch left Pue- 
rto Toro, word came from the 
Puerto Williams base that the 
Argentine patrol craft Indomita 
and Intrepida had left Ushuaia 
and were heading for the islands. 

One passed out of sight to the 


north of Picton. but the other app- 
roached along the Chilean side of 
the channel, slipped between 
Navarino and the uninhabited 
islet of Snipe and. as the Chilean 
launch moved to head it off. cro- 
ssed its bows only 100 metres 
ahead. 


"While the mediation is still in 
progress, the Pope has asked us to 
do nothing." said the captain of 
the launch. 

But as he described the capacity 
of his vessel (speed 20 knots, two 
20 mm guns), compared with the 
Argentine boat (speed 40 knots, 
two 40ram guns, one 76mm aut- 
omatic gun and two torpedoes), it 
appeared just as well that the med- 
iation was still under way.

The Chilean and Argentine 
commanders used to son out 
minor problems on a direct tel- 
ephone between their offices, but 
eight months ago it was cut off 
without explanation in Ushuaia. 

No one on the Chilean side exp- 
ects the daily routine of hide-, 
and-seek among the islands to 
change until the dispute Ts settled.

MOSCOW (AP) — The chief ol 
Soviet T raffic Police has been rep- 
laced again, eight months after the 
last new chief was appointed 
under Yuri Andropov and vowed 
to eliminate corruption. The go\- 
emment newspaper Izvestia ann- 
ounced the appointment of Leo- 
nid Zverkoysky. 54. in its Sat- 
urday editions. There was no exp- 
lanation of why his predecessor. 
Viktor Piskarev. no longer held 
the job. Telephone calls by the 
Associated Press to the app- 
ropriate authorities shed no light 
on why the change was made, and 
one 'respondent said of Piskarev 
only. “yes. we have heard of him.” 
Piskarev had been appointed in 
August in one of a series of moves 
by the late Soviet leader to clean 
up the uniformed traffic police 
farce, known here as the “Gai” 
4 pronounced Gai-ee' ).
